Page of this Volume ; far from being con- 
vine'd that fhe was a Witch , I was a little 
‘urprifed that fhe fhould have been found 
guiky of converfing familiarly with the De- 
vil in the Shape of a ‘Cat. The Author of 
this Difcourfe‘complains that theré is a great 
Credulity in the, Coyntry.. He -expreffes 
himfelf upon that Subje& in very Emphati- 
cal Words, and makes a very Judicious Re- 
Hettion, “Lam fully aware ( {ays he ) to 
what Hazards a Man of a-publick Chara- 


“ &er expofes his Reputation to, in talking 
“ freely, much more in writing on fuch a 
“ Topick, efpecially in the Country, where 
“to make the leaft doubr, is a Badge of In- 
fidelity ; and not to be Superftitious, 
paffes for a dull Neutrality in Religion, 
if not a dire& Atheifm. And here, Sir, 
I cannot but envy onePrivilege you enjoy 
in Town,which is a Freedom of Thought 
and Talk,whilft we are very often reduced 
to the Neceflity of {wallowing the great- 
eft Improbabilities, without the leaft 
Change of Countenance, for fear of of- 
fending any Bigot of Figure. To offer 
any Reafon in Bar of their Perfuafion, 
would be call'd an attempt upon their 
Judgment ; fo that in all popular Errors, 
if we difcover the Jeaft Incredulity, we 
run the rifque of being taken for Men of 
“ no Religion ; or if we pretend to be im~- 
plicit Believers , we play the Hypocrite 
‘ with our Reafon and Confcience™. ~ 
The Author adds, that he will by no 
means countenance any Error , that may be 
prejudicial to Mankind ; and then beftows 
ajuft Encomium upon the Learned Judge,’ 
whofe Wifdom did fo eminently appear at 
the Trial of jane Wenham. “ But as to my 
“own Part, ( fayshe } who never yet came 
“under the flavifh Ties of popular Com- ° 
pliances, of ever fuffer’d my Judgment to 
mingle with the Crowd, am not very ten- 
der of Contradi&ing any Opinion, how 
‘* powerfully foever fupported, where I fee 
“any Tendency in it towards enflaving 
safle 
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Mankind, or eftablifhing Error on the 
“ Boot of Pride and Superftition. I am 
“ glad fo judicious and penetrating a Judge 
‘* went the Circuit, who could not be im- 
““ nofed upon by the ftale Artifice of Exor- 
‘‘ cifms, or fuffer his Faith to bend to an 
“ enchanted Feather. His rational Diftruft 
“ of fo many Improbabilities , hope, wiil 
‘ bea lafting Precedent to others in that 
venerable Station ; fo that hereafrer we 
‘ may not have that wafte of human Blood 
in every Village , upon the wild Tefti- 
monies of a Brain-fick People, who often 
ftand in need of dieting and fhaving them. 
felves ”.

Account of it. But I fhall beg leave of the

Tis not improbable that they were all put 
to the Rack ; and therefore it were to be 
wifh'd, Judge Boguet had told us what they 
confeft when puttothe Torture, and what 
they declared before they fuffered that Tor- 
ment, Such a Diftinétion would be of 
great Ufe tous Thé Diftri& of St. Claude 
being full of Wolves, ic was no wonder that 
feveral little Children fhould be deftroyed 
by thofe ravenous Beafts. But the filly 
Country People, being told from their In- 
fancy that Sorcerers and Witches turn them- 
felves into Wolves and eat up litrle Chil. 
dren, afcribed the Deftruction of thofe In- 
fants to fome of their Neighbours , whom 
they look’d upon as Sorcerers. The latter 
no lefs weak and filly than their Accufers, 
being frighted and tortured, and being ask’d 
a thoufand captious Queftions, might with- 
out any wonder own themfelves guilty of 
fuch'a, Metamorphofis, to put.am end to their 
Torments. ‘Nay, one may eafily. conceive 
that in fuch a Cafe they might tell a great 
many Particulars relating to their pretended 
Crime, in anfwer to the many Queftions of 
a violent and credulous Judge. | 

- Thave been affured that the laft Perfon 
tried for Witchcraft at Neufchatel, ( twas 
an'old Woman,), being put to the Torture, 
endured it with great Conftancy , without 
making any Confeffion, That Woman was 
recommitted to Gaol, and the Judges were 
refolved to put her again to the Rack. But 
one of them defired his Collegues that the 
might be allowed.to'fpéak.to her im private :

confirmed by the Teftimony of our Author, 
who fays that fuch Things had been Seen there 
at all times. He tells % us, that in the 


Year 1521. three Sorcerers, viz. Michael U- 


don, Philibert Montot , and one Peter , were 
executed, after having confeft thar they 
had changed themfelves into Wolves, 
and eaten up feveral Children. He adds, 
that the Pi€ture of thofe Three Sorce- 
rers had been feen ever fince in the Church 
of thé Dominicans at Poligny, and ‘done over 
fome Days before. Thus Men, not con- 
rented to fall into a fhameful Credulity, will 
befides perpetuate the Memory of their ex- 
cravagant Fancies by Monuments expofed to 
the publick View. 

The Four Lytenthropes, tried by Judge Bo- 
guet, were burnt alive. 


Wiliam Vilermoz, would have been con- 
demned to the fame Punifhmentr, had he not 
been found Dead in the Prifon. I believe 
he died of Grief and“ Mifery. His Trial 
was attended with a very remarkable Cir- 
cumftance. His Son, a Boy of Twelve 
Years of Age , depofed againft him. ‘The 
firft rime he appeared againft his Father, the 
old Man faid he did not know him, and that 
his Son did not wear fuch a Coat. Where. 
upon the Boy pull’d off his Coat ; but his 
Father maintained ftill that he was not his 
Son, He had not feen him fince he was

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committed to Prifon,which was four Months 
before. At Jaf¥the Prifoner knew him, af. 
ter a long Confideration, and faid he was 
his. Son Peter. This, and fome other Cir. 
cumftances, make me believe, that the poor 
Man was grown crazy during his 4 Months 
confinement. The Boy depofed that his 
Father had carried him two Years before to the 
Devil's Meeting. Whereupon his Father 
cried out like a Madman, and faid, Child, 
thou wilt undous both; and then he threw 
himfelfupon the Ground fo violently, that 
every body thought he had kill’d himfelf, 
Having recoverd his Spirits, he denied thac 
he had been at the Devil’s Meeting, and thac 
he had carried his. Son thither. His Ane 
fwers were attended with great Impreca- 
tions. 


Some few Days after the Boy was broughe 
in again to witne(s againft his Father, who 
continued to deny ftoutly the Crime charg- 
ed upon him. It was, fays Judge Boguct, a 
thing no lefs ftrange than lamentable ro affitt 
at thofe Confrontations; for a clofe Confine~ 
ment had made the Father very pale, and 
very much deje&ed: He bewailed ; he cri- 
edout, and threw himfelf upon the Ground, 
Sometimes when he had recover’d himlelf, 
he told his Son with a'calm and amiable 
Voice, that he might do what he pleafed, 
but he would never ceafe to look upon him 
ashis Son. The Boy remained inflexible, 
and perfifted in his Depofitions. The Sen- 
tence, to be pronounced againft his Father, 
bad he not died in Prifon, ran upon thefe 
Reafons among others, 1. That there was a 
common Report of his being a Sorcerer. 
2.’ That his Mother was fufpe&ed of being 
a Wirch. 7, That he had never-fhed any 
Tears at. his Trial 4..That he himielf had 
offer’d of his own Meation to bedearched, in 
order to know whether hie had been mark'd 
by the Dewil 5; Fhat-he had made horrid 
Imprecations in his.Anfwers. Let. the 
Readers judge, whether. fuch Reatons ought 
to be urged in \a cafe that concerns a Man’s 
Life,.But »e need not wonder that they 
fhould have beef alledged by. fuch @ Man as 
Henry Boguct , fince he declares (opsgs 225. ) 
that, sé. is ‘hit conftaut Opiriiom, that Sorcerers 
eught tobe put to Desth upon the leaf ground. 
He condemned a Woman, whole Name was 
Claudia.Gaillerd, +o expire in-the Flames, 
partly upon fuch Grounds as 4 have jult 
now mentioned.

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I fol] conclude my Account of this Book 
with the Trial of Rollande du Vernois, a 
Woman of Thirty Five Years of Age. 
After fhe had been confined to a clofe Im- 
prifonment, fhe told one Day the Jaylor, 
that fhe was willing to confefs the Truth, 
provided fhe fhould be removed from the 
Place where fhe was, and allowed to warm 
her [elf. The Judge happen’d to be there at 
that time, and carried the Prifoner to the 
Vire-fide. As fhe was warming her felf, 
being ask’d whether fhe had been at the 
Devil's Meeting, fhe anfwered that fhe had 
ben there once near the Village of Coirieres. 
Phe next Queftion was, What fhe did there? 
To which the gave no Anfwer, faying only 
that fhe was poflefs'd with a wicked Spiric, 
who hindred her from fpeaking the Truth, 
and whom fhe felt in her Stomach, fhewing 
ar the fame time the Place where her Pain 
did lie. Then fhe fell upon the Ground, 
and began to bark againft the Judge like a 
Dog, rolling her Eyes with a ghaftly and 
frightful Look. Soon after fhe came to her 
felf again, and confefs’d, 1. That fhe had 
not been at the Devil’s Meeting for the laft 
Half a Year. 2. That the had been carried 
thither by one James. 3. That the Devil 
appeared there in the Shape of a large black 
Cat. 4. That the whole Affembly kifs'd his 
Back fide. 

Afcerwards the Devil began to torment 
her more violently than he had done before ; 
and the further confefs'd, +. That fhe had 
given up her felf to the Devil at his Meet- 
ing. 2. That fhe had renounced God and 
her Baptiim. 3. That the Devil knew her 
twice at a Place call'd Crepsa. After this 
Confeflion the Devil ftopt her Mouth , and 
fhe fel] a barking like a Dog. Whereupon 
the Company went away. 

The next Day fhe declared, among other 
things, which I omit as being no ways ef- 
fential, that one James had fent the Devils into 
ber Body with an Apple that he gave her. 
After this Declaration, fhe happen’d to be 
fo violently tormented , that it was thought 
expedient to get her exorcifed., 

Accordingly the next Day a Prieft came 
in, and firft of all commanded the wicked 
Spirit to tell his Name. He anfwered, that 
his Name was Cat. Being ask'd whether 
he was alone? He replied, that he had a 
Companion cal]l’d Devil, and that James had 
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fent them into the Body of Rollande. The 
Prieft went on, and enjoined them to come 
out. They anfwered, that their Time was 
not come yet. Then there happen’d a great 
Struggle between the Prieft and the Two 
Devils: The Prieft ufed many Prayers and 
Conjurations ; and theDevils defended them. 
f-lves with Banters and Blafphemies. Some. 
times the Women look’d upon the Prief 
with an angry Countenance ; fometimes fhe 
fhook her Head ; and fometimes fhe wreft. 
ed her Mouth by way of Derifion. The 
Virtue of the Crofs proved ineffectual. 
Rollande was not only {prinkled with a great 
deal of Holy Water; but Two Men took 
hold ofher,and poured it into her Mouth as 
faft as ever they could; which made the 
Devils cry out that they had enough on’t, 
The indefatigable Prieft renewed his Exor- 
cifms, and commanded the Devils to go in- 
to the deepeft Part of Hell. One of them 
anfwered , that his Time was not come yet. 
The Prieft went on with great Zeal ; and at 
laft that Devil faid he would quickly come 
out. Whereupon the Woman put her Hand 
on her Stomach, and moved it upwards to 
her Throat, which began to fwell. But 
the Night coming on, the Company reti- 
red, and left her alone. About Seven or 
Eight a Clock at Night, one of the Devils 
came out through her Mouth in the Shape 
of a Black Slug: It took. Two or Three 
Turns upon the Ground , and then vanifh'd 
away, as Rolande declared the next Day. 
The remaining Devil , whofe Name was 
Cat, made her dumb for the Space of Three 
Days He proved more troublefome than 
the firft: The Prieft betook himfelf to his 
Conjurations : The Crofsand the Holy Wa. 
ter were not negle&ted. ‘That Devil bark’d 
and ftormed furioufly , when he heard the 
Name of Jefus, and of the Bleffed Virgin, 
Being commanded to come out, he anfwered 
that he would not, and that his Time was 
not come yet. He continued to torment the 
Woman more than ever, till her Throat be- 
gan to fwell as the firft time. In fhort, 
the Devil refufed to obey: The Prieft 
ufed all his Skill to force him out; but it 
was to no Purpofe, and it being late every 
body retired. Two or Three Hours after 
the Second Devil came out in the fame 
Manner and Shape as the former. 
It feems to me, either that this Woman 
was diftrated , or that knowing the Denes 
¢ 
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the was in of being condemned for a Witch, 
fhe pretended to be poflefsd witlrthe Devil 
to come off the better. The Author tells 
us, that Rellande being delivered fiom the 
wicked Spirits, who tormented her, denied 
nothing of what fhe had confefs’d before, 
except that the Devil knew her, She con- 
fefs'd fome other things to, her Prejudice, 
which I need not mention. But I mutt ob- 
ferve, that fhe pretended to clear her felf by 
jaying, that the Confeflion which fhe had 
made, did not proceed from her , but from 
the Devils who fpoke through her Mouth. 
At laft fhe was condemned and burnt the 
nth Of November 1602. Judge Boguer fums 
up the chief Reafons of her Condemnation, 
moft.of which are very impertinent. 


Ihave by me feveral curious Paffages rela- 
ting to Witchcrafe, which I. fhall infert in 
thefe Alemoirs, if ever I hear of another 
Trial like that of Jane Wenham. What Li- 
wy fays of Prodigies might be applied to 
Witchcraft: Prodigia % multa nunci- 
ata funt , Que quo magis credebant fimplices a¢ 
religiofi komin:s, €0 etgam plura nunciabantur.

HE Author of this Differtation coms 

plains, that the Socin‘an Herefy makes . 
a dark Progrefs in the Chriftian World, and 
that Arianifm has been openly revived by 
Mc, Whiften. Thofe Two Reafons , efpeci- 
ally the latter, moved. him to pitch upon 
this Subje&t, being to maintain a Theologi- 
cal Thefis in order to take his Degree = Mr. 
Burg has managed this Controverfy with 
great Moderation, and feems to be one of 
thofe Divines, who believe that an Heretick; 
not condemned by his own Confcience , 
may % be a good and virtuous Man; for 
{peaking of the Author, whofe DoSrine he 
confutes, he gives him good Words, and 
calls him Virum nen malum, nec incelebrem, neo 
indoHum, 

Our Author, in order to juftify the Dox. 
ology that is ufed in the Chriftian Churches, 
examines this Queftion, which is proper- 
Jy the Subje& of his Diflertation, viz. 
Whether we ought to fay. Glory be to the Fas 
ther, and to the Son, and TO the Holy Ghof, or, . 
Glory be tothe Father, and to the Son , IN thé 
Holy Ghoft. 

In the Firft place, Mr. Burg alledges fe» 
veral Paflages of the New Teftament to . 

rove the Divinity of the Holy Ghoft, and ; 
his Unity with the Father and the Son, He 
obferves, that the Haly Spirit is frequently 
mentioned in the Sacred Writings with the 
Father and the Son. He very much infifts 
upon. the Form of Baptifm, Inthe Name.of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghoft; from whence he proves the fupreme 
Authority of the Holy Spirit, his Invocati- 
on, Gc. He draws another Argument for 
the Divinity of the Holy Ghoft from: his

being the Author and, Diftributer of all 
Spiritual Gifts, Oc. I thall not enlarge up- 
on ‘this Part of our Author’s Differtation , 
becaufe every body knows what Paflages of 
the Scripture are generally alledged for the 
Divinity of the Holy Spirit, and his Con- 
fubftantialicry with the Famer and the Son. 
I fhall only obferve, that the Author ex- 
plains thofe Paffages like atY able Divine, and 
that they are attended with feveral Judicious 
Quotations out of the Ancient Fathers. 

The Socinians and the new Arians, fays 
the Author, affirm with great Confidence, 
that no Adoration was paid to the Holy Spi- 
rit in the Pirft Ages of Chriftianicy ; ‘fram 
whencethey infer, thac we have no manner 
of Reafon to make the Divinity of the Ho- 
ly Ghoft one of the Fundamenral Articles 
of the Chriftian Faith. Mr. Barg owns, 
that if cheir Affertion were true , it would 
very much prejudice the Do&trine which he 
has undertaken to prove. But, fays he, we 
have nothing to fear: It is no difficult thing 
to fhew, that the Chriftians of the IId and 
Jifd Centuries believed, that the Holy Spi- 
ric ought to be worfhipp’d and glorified.

[athe next Place, the Author mentions 
a Paffage of Yuline Africanus, and another of 
Dionyfias Alexandrinus, as they are quoted by 
St. Bafil (ad Amphiloch. Cap. XX1X.) I 
fhall not infere them here , becaufe they are 
only Quotations of 2 ater Father. 

Mr. Barg proceeds to the Dialogue enti. 
ruled Philepatris, among the’ Works of Ly. 
cian, and’ finds-another Proof ‘for the Invo- 
cation of the Holy Ghoft in thefe Words of 
Triephin, who atts the Part of a Chriftian 
in that Dialogue.
